ADELPHI.—A new Drams, of the Tom and Jerry style, and 
likely to prove as attractive as the above celebrated production, 
was performed for the first time on Monday night, and repeatea 
yesterday evening with much applause, under the Startling tile 
| of The Devil in London. Messrs. Peake and Buckstone are the 
authors, and have reason to be satisfied with the liberal spirit dis- 
played by the management in the production of their joint efforts, 
Nothing is waoting with regard to scenery, &c., to convey the 
authors’ meaniog, and to present a ‘‘ Picture of present Life.” The 
Drama opens with a view of the inferaal regions, where Mephis- 
tophiles, (Bedford, ) and the Devil himself, (Yates, ) debate on the 
propriety of visiting London as a cure for a fitof ennutz. The 
point is settled, and they forthwith proceed on their tour, the ‘‘ old 
gentleman” beiog styled Hookey Walker, es a more euphonius 
and taking title, than his proper designation. They arrive at theic 
destination, and then, who shall describe the scenes they go 
through ? All the pleasure the town is capable of affording is 
entered into. We sre presented with the interior of the Gamiog 
House, ascene at Epsom, the Derby day, the Cyder Cellers, the 
Itelian Opera House, behind the scemes, &c. &c., and every scene 
is correctly detailed by its coocomitants, Cheracters of al! kinds 
are represented, the Merchaat, the retired Soob, the Peer, the 
Fox Hunter, in short every grade of society finds its member ia 
the course of the piece. No: the least amusing among the va- 
rieties is Buckstone’s part,—a first rate footman, and Mrs, Keeley 
plays a Jockey aod Chambermaid admirably. Yates was com- 
pletely the Devil, aud Paul Bedford acted Mephistophiles with 
true gusto. The wit of the piege is keen, and will make many © 
look sharp about them. The Drame wes bailed with the loudest 
plaudits from begiaviog to end, and will make two hours pass 
very pleasingly. 

Not less successful was a new Drama, by Mr. Stirling, which 
was also performed for the first time on Monday nigbt. Under the 
appellation of The Serpent of the Nile, we were presented with 
a Drama of the most gorgeous description, which bad been loug 
in preparation, and will add to its author’s already acquired fame, 
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itis very neatly written, aod is founded on the loves of Antony 
and Cleopatra. Fullof the most stirring incidents, nothing hss 
been left undone to render it at once smusing and effective in the 
representation, The scenery is truly superb, and a band of ladies, 
80 in number, go through various military evolutions with the 
precision of Her Majesty’s Guards. In addition to this bevy of 
beauties, a band of male auxiliaries, consisting of 200 strong, give 
a fearful picture of the Battle of Actium. Marc Antony is well 
played byMr.Lyon, and Miss Carolioe Darling looks most bewitch- 
ingly as the Eyyptian Queen, and acts as well as she looks. 
Buckstone has a laughable part, Bombono, adyer, and kept the 
audience in perpetual good humour, This Drama, complete as it 
is ia every way, cannot fail to become as popular as any piece ever 
produced here.
